Lake Stamford 
At Record Low 


Stamford—Lake Stamford 
passed a bench mark when 
the monthly lake level report 
was turned in to Stamford 
city hall on Dec. I. The report 
shows the lake to be at its 
lowest level since the lake 
first filled. 


Lake Stamford is the 
source of water for both the 
City of Hamlin and the City of 
Stamford, as well as several 
smaller water districts. 
While Stamford city of­ 
ficials see no immediate 
danger of a water shortage, 
they do look upon the 
situation with some concern. 
Stamford City Manager H. R. 
Macomber said the situation 
emphasizes the importance 
of a study underway ex­ 
amining the feasibility of 
diverting California Creek 
flood waters into the lake to 
gain extra runoff. 
That study is not due to be 
complete for some time; 
meanwhile, lake residents 
are watching the lake slowly 
move further from their 
property. 
With wintertime at hand, 
water 
consumption 
and 
evaporation is expected to 
subside. However, the winter 
months have less rainfall on 


the average, diminishing the 
promise of runoff on the 
lake’s watershed for four to 
six months. 
The Dec. I lake level report 
shows the lake at 1406.34 feet 
above sea level. With the 
spillway at 1414, the lake 
level is 7 66 feet below 
spillway. 
The 
lowest 
previous 
reading since the lake filled 
16 years ago was a 1406.86 
reading on July 30, 1971. 
After the lake was com­ 
pleted in the 1950s, the first 
reading on city hall records 
shows a 1407.5 level on Oct. 3, 
1955. The first full reading 
came on July IO, 1961, when a 
1414.2 reading showed the 
lake going over the spillway. 
Between the 1955 and 1961 
readings, however, the lake 
did drop to a 1400.2 reading in 
1957. However, the lake had 
never been filled prior to that. 
The last full reading the 
lake has had came in 1973 
when a June 4 report showed 
1414.5. The lake level has 
hovered around the 1406-1410 
level from 1973 until 1976. 
On Nov. I, 1976, the level 
was at 1411.03 and has been 
dropping for the last 13 
months until the Dec. 
I 
1406.34 report.

Since Jan I this year the 
local hospital has used 48 
units of blood with five being 
replaced in Abilene and 23 
being replaced in the April 
blood drive here 
Through special arrange­ 
ment with Meek Blood Bank 
in Abilene, blood is made av 
ailable to the Hamlin hospital 
with the local hospital being 
charged only a processing 
fee. The blood used is con­

Of course the major problem is 
that even if you want to make this 
change, how do you do it. It is not 
reasonable to expect those in power 
to seriously persue any plan that 
will send diem back home. But 
Swayxe says, “However, this still is 
a government of the people, by the 
people. If enough people demand it 
we can bring the issue to vote.”

I wee recently tsked by sn 
out-of downer whet Christ­ 
mas activities our town was 
planning Oils year. Since I 
didn’t know of any, I decided 
to try to find out if I was 
missing something. I called 
the number ooe town gossip 
to see if she knew of any city­ 
wide festivities being plan­ 
ned, but she hadn’t heard 
anything. Then I tried to call 
Qty Hall, but I guess I got a 
wrong number, because some 
man told me to "buzz off.” It 
may have just been my 
overactive imagination, but I 
thought I heard him mutter 
something that sounded like 
“Bah- Humbug," just before 
he hung up 
So I didn’t get word of any 
organised Christmas ac­ 
tivities, but, nevertheless, 
Christmastime doesn't go 
unnoticed here. Actually, 
things are quite festive this 
time of the year. The 
mesquite trees are gaily 
decorated with cow chips, 
that glisten with frost in the 
early morning sunlight The

So, even though our town 
doesn’t have many organized 
Christmas activities, there 
is plenty of spirit here, and 
our resident Scrooge, our 
mean little kid, our spirited 
eighth graders, and the kooky 
Hennig family, wish a very 
Mery Chriastmas to the rest 
of the world.

all having high insulating 
value if properly manufac­ 
tured and installed: 
—Mineral wool, which 
includes rock wool and 
fibrous glass. Both of these 
products can be poured or 
blown in place or purchased 
in blankets or batts with a foil 
or paper vapor barrier. 
—Plastic foam-resin, which 
is made of polystyrene, 
polyurethane or urea for­ 
maldehyde can be purchased 
in pre-formed sheets or 
foamed in place by a con­ 
tractor, Foam insulation can 
vary considerably in its final 
properties depending on the 
operator’s skill, how various 
reactants are mixed, and the 
time allowed for “ curing” . 
—Cellulosic 
insulation, 
made of any ground cellulose 
product such as recycled 
newspaper, can be poured or 
blown in [dace. 
Because insulation can 
vary widely in quality as well 
as basic raw material source, 
several considerations are 
important to the consumer, 
contends the engineer. 
An important performance 
characteristic to evaluate is 
fam m ability. 
Acceptable 
flammability standards for 
insulation, 
established 
through 
the 
American 
Society of 
Testing 
and 
Materials (ASTM), include 
flame spread, fuel con­ 
tribution 
and 
smoke 
development rates. An ac­ 
ceptable product may still be 
flammable and should not be 
installed adjacent to high 
temperature surfaces such as 
recessed light fixtures or 
furnaces. 
M aterials 
which 
are 
flammable should be in­ 
stalled 
within 
a 
flame 
retardant enclosure such as 
gypsum board or metal. The 
plastic foams and cellulosic 
products present the greatest 
fire hazard and are available 
with fire retardant treat­ 
ments. Urea formaldehyde 
foams are less flammable 
than other foamed products 
but may present some odor 
problems unless properly 
formulated and applied. 
Stewart points out that 
findings by the Federal Trade 
Commission 
show 
that 


deception of consumers is 
most likely to occur in 
flammability claims, either 
by misrepresentation or by 
no reference to its unac­ 
ceptable flammability, and 
thermal resistance claims, 
e i t h e r 
t h r o u g h 
generalizations without 
providing “ R ” values or 
exaggerations of the “ R ” 
values. 
An “ R ” value is a number 
indicating 
how 
much 
resistan ce 
in su latio n 
presents to heat flowing 
though it, 
explains the 
engineer. Generally, the 
higher the “ R ” value, the 
more effective the insulation. 
Consumers hould pay wily for 
a higher “ R” value. 
The 
current 
generally 
accepted maximum-design- 
standard “ R” value per inch 
of thickness of insulation for 
the most commonly used 
insulating m aterials are 
mineral wool. Batts and 
blankets, 3.7; cellulose loose 
fill, 3.2 - 3.5; 
urea for­ 
maldehyde, 4.0; polystyrene 
(expanded), 
4.2; 
and 
polyurethane, 6.25. Any claim 
of an “ R” value above the 
maximum design should be 
highly suspect. To determine 
the “ R” value of a material 
that has a thickness other 
than I inch, multiply the 
thickness (in inches) by the 
“ R ” value per inch. 
To guard against careless 
or incompetent installation, 
which could result in a major 
reduction in “ R ” value, 
choose a reputable con­ 
tractor. Stewart outlines 
these tips for selecting an 
insulation contractor: 
—To find a contractor, ask 
your gas or electric utility 
company representative or 
your local builders, consult 
friends and neighbors, or look 
in the Yellow Pages under 
“ Insulation Contractors.” 
—Obtain cost estimates 
from at least three different 
contractor when available. 
Make sure you describe the 
job identically to each. 
—Check a contractor’s 
reliab ility with the local 
Better Business Bureau listed 
in the phone book, or with the 
state or local consumer af­ 
fairs office.

—Ask a contractor for 


references including previous 
customers. Check them out. 
—Check with local build- 
ing-code 
authorities 
for 
guidance in purchasing an 
insulating material. 
—Talk with a contractor in 
terms of “ R " value. If a 
contractor won’t deal with 
you in "R ” value language, 
don’t deal with him. 
—Bags of loose All in­ 
sulation should be marked 
with “ R " value and figures 
indicating the area the 
contents will cover to achieve 
the disired “ R ” value. 
—After selecting a con­ 
tractor, have a specific 
contract drawn up for the job. 
—Any warranty for the 
insulation should be 
in 
writing and part of the 
contract. 
If you plan to do your own 
insulation work, Stewart 
suggests the following safety 
precautions: 
—Wear protective clothing,

near recessed electrical light 
fixtures, a furnace or similar 
heat-producing device. 
—Don't place insulation 
over attic vents. 
—To avoid locking in 
moisture and causing wall or 
ceiling rot, install insualtion 
with any v.ipor barrier 
placed toward the living 
space. 
—If adding new insulation 
over old, either purchase a 
product that has no vapor 
barrier, or slash the barrier 
at frequent intervals to allow 
moisture to escape 
—Remember, insulation is 
not intended as a fire wall. 
Added flame-retardants are 
intended to retard the bur­ 
ning of the product itself, not 
of an entire dwelling. 
If you suspect deception or 
fraud or are having a 
problem with nonfulfillment 
of a contract or failure by the 
seller to honor a warranty, 
contact the Federal Trade 
Commission regional office 
nearest you, adds Stewart.
